Iowa station who went to Europe last 
year to study the live stock in dustry 
over there for Lhe g overn men t ‘has 
ju st issued his report and it is full 
of in terest for the American breeder. 
They do not raise corn over there to 
an y exten t and therefore m ust de­ 
pend larg ely upon roots. 
Professor 
Kennedy says the Eng lish farm ers 
place their dependence upon roots, 
linseed oil an d cotton seed cake and 
feed larg er percen tag es of roug hag e 
in proportion to con cen trates than 
do the Americans. 
F urther 
while 
cattle are g iven the g reatest care the 
En g lishman does not believe in keep­ 
in g breeding stock in extreme fleshy 
condition as they thin k it ten ds to 
barren n ess and impotency— which is 
quite rig ht. 
The roots most commonly fed to 
dairy cows and beef cattle are man- 
g el-wurzes, turn ips, and rutabag as, 
(commonly 
called 
swedos). 
In 
Fran ce and Germany sug ar beets and 
the pulp as well are larg ely fed, espe­ 
cially to calves. 
Hay and straw’ are 
used for roug hag e in the winter and 
the principal ration s in the sum m er 
are g rass or soiling crops with a mix­ 
ture of cottonseed and linseed cake. 
For breeding an im als crushed oats, 
wheat and bran are the principal 
foods used. 
Some farmers feed as hig h as 125 
poun ds of roots per animal per day. 
The majority feed from 50 to 8 0 
pounds. 
A trem en dous am oun t of 
cake is fed all the time, 
it is g en er­ 
ally broken into small pieces and fed 
on the g rounds Grain is crushed or 
g roun d and the hay or straw is cut. 
Roots are pulped or sliced. 
In some 
parts of En g lan d farmers save all the 
chaff and mix it with g rain and cake 
at feeding time. 
The Eng lish do not 
believe in 
hig hiy forcing feed and the use of 
con cen trated stuff is 
limited. 
T h f 
best breeders thin k forcing feed is 
pretty sure to in jure the an imal in 
the long run. 
Animals are kept out­ 
door or in open sheds most of the 


As a rule feeders are in no hurry 
to g et their animals on full feed and 
usually take four mon ths or more to 
do this. 
Cattle put into the stalls or 
feed yards from the first of October 
to the middle of November are ready 
for market by the first of March to 
the middle of Jun e. The feeding per­ 
iod varies from 120 to 130 days. 
Prof. Kennedy says that while to 
an American feeder the g rain ra­ 
tions fed by Eng lish feeders may look 
small to the American feeder the 
g ains made by the cattle are fully as 
g reat as those obtain ed by the most 
successful 
American feeder. 
This 
fact he thin ks dem on strates that the 
Eng lish method must in sure more 
thoroug h dig estion of the g rain and 
caker or the roots must furnish more 
n ourishmen t than the chemical an al­ 
ysis would indicate. 
Cattle are fatten ed on g rass in all 
parts of En g lan d, but only 
where 
ren ts are low or where the lands are 
swampy and g rass is abun dan t. Many 
cattle are kept on g rass and cake 
until they are half fat before pu t­ 
tin g them in the stables or yards for 
win ter feeding . W hile on g rass cattle 
are fed small quan tities of cake, the 
limit being about four or five pounds 
per day.

Our government, yielding to la­ 
bor agitators, has not only violated 
treaty obligations with China in 
the 
past, but has also for years through 
Its immigration department given an 
administration of the ex clusion law’s

The facts being developed as to the 
Indignities heaped upon Chinese travel­ 
ers, officials and merchants 
visiting 
this country, and the outrages perpe­ 
trated from time to time on Chinese 
subjects by government officials, are 
simply amazing.

PA UK Y ON CHIN FSE EXCLUSION 


Declares Our Trouble with Ah Sin 
Chargeable to Union Labor. __ 
Indianap olis, Feb. 19 .—D. M. Parry , 
p resident of the National Association 
of Manufacturers, made some remarks 
to a rep orter relative to the Chinese 
ex clusion act, of which the following 
are the most interesting: 
“Organized 
labor has much to answer for in the 
p resent dep lorable condition of our re­ 
lations with China. Not only has the 
boy cott enforced by the guilds of that 
country almost 
destroy ed our trade, 
but there is even talk of war as the 
outcome of the situation. 
“Organized labor is solely resp onsi­ 
ble for the destruction of this trade, 
and will he solely res¿K>nsible for any 
recourse to arms to quell disturbances 
that may grow out of p resent condi­ 
tions. Our government, y ielding to la­ 
bor agitators, has not only violated 
treaty obligations with China in 
the 
p ast, but has also for y ears through 
its immigration dep artment given an 
administration of the ex clusion laws 
that is a disgrace to a eivilked nation.
